four boys 200 yards aw ay w ere killed

of the explosion, 
ami 
fourteen fram e houses w ith in a radius 
of 400 yards went down as if they had 
been built of cards. 
Seven of these 
houses im m ediately caught fire, prob­ 
ably 
from the kitchen 
stoves, and 
were com pletely consumed

ruins nod burned to death, w hile seven 
or eight others, who 
w ere rescued,
